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THE  AMERICAN  EXHIBITION. 

To  the  business  community  of  this  city 
we  would  say,  in  the  language  of  scripture, 
"Know  Thyself  1''  The  fulfillment  of  this 
injunction  is  not  always  satisfactory,  but  at 
the  same  time  its  desirability  and  practical 
usefulness  are  beyond  all  question.  The 
following  extract  from  the  New  York  Grocer, 
of  May  14th.  over  the  startling  signature 
"Progress,"  conveys  some  of  this  much- 
needed  information  which  we  cheerfully 
place  at  the  disposal  or  those  long- establish- 
ed and  heretofore  respectable  English  and 
American  house  who  have  been  monopol- 
izing American  trade. 

This  vast  difference  in  the  imports  anil  exports 
between  Brazil  and  the  United  States  [some  $40,- 
000,000],  am!  its  seeming  regularity  t'acli  year,  has 
pawled  many,  yet  it  is  easily  explained,  The  usual 
idea  of  the  Brazilians,  "we  are  afraid  you  can  not 
compete  with  the  English  and  French,"  has  been 
hitherto  determined  by  tlie  cost  of  American  man- 
ufactures when  placed  on  the  Brazilian  market. 
Tills  cost  it  is  important  to  understand,  and  we, 
therefore,  shall  give  an  illustration,  by  which  the 
whole  difficulty  will  clearly  appear.  A  planter 
gives  some  commission  house  in  Rio  an  order  for 
.  an  agricultural  implement  or  machine,  getting  his 
idea  from  some  "circular"  containing  a  cut  of  the 
manufacture,  and  deposits,  say  fifty  dollars,  if  the 
machine  is  to  coit  one  hundred.  The  commission 
merchant  forwards  the  order  to  his  uonespnndetit  in 
the  United  States  who  looks  over  the  market  and 
insists  upon  libcr-l  tenns,  as  the  article  is  intended 
for  export.  The  machine  is  supplied  foi  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  or  more,  .vhtn  the  correspondent  or 
commission  merchant  in  Kin,  by  an  arrangement 
with  each  other  t as  the  mere  commission  will  hardly 
pay  for  the  trouble),  a:  unce  ship-  the  implement 
or  machine  with  an  invoice,  as  costing  fifty  per 
cent,  more,  together  with  the  usual  commissions. 
The  machine  is  received  and  paid  for  but  with  some 
murmurings  in  regard  to  the  price,  but  its  superior- 
ity, in  great  part,  reconciles  the  disappointment. 
The  English  and  French,  however,  can  supply  a 
similar  article  for  fifty  dollars  less,  which  answers 
ail  purposes,  but  the  American  production,  at  the 
same  price,  would  be  much  preferred.  Therefore, 
the  American  manufacturer,  by  this  kind  of  trading, 
has  ruined  the  market  in  Brazil  for  his  productions. 

All  of  which,  of  course,  is  as  clear  as 
mud  I  Inasmuch  as  the  article,  from  which 
this  excerpt  is  made,  has  been  extensively 
circulated  in  proof  sheets  by  one  Mr.  John  C. 
Kip  Hopper,  resident  director  of  the  preject- 
ted  American  permanent  exhibition,  it  is 
fair  to  presume  that  this  individual  and 
"Progress"  are  one  and  the  same;  and 
furthermore,  as  Mr.  Kip  Hopper  advertises 
himself  as  an  ex- Brazilian  merchant— he 
was  a  clerk  under  the  still-remembered 
"Natty"  Sands— he  probably  knows  just 
what  he  is  talking  about.  Nest  to  hanging, 
there's  nothing  like  confession,  and  "Prog- 
ress" seems  to  have  made  his  choice. 

It  is  to  be  presumed,  of  course,  that  the 
respectable  business  men  of  the  United 
States  believe  every  word  of  Mr.  Kip  Hop- 
per's ingenuous  circulars.  They  will  believe 
that  the  poor  Brazilian  sheep  are  being 
devoured  by  the  English  and  American 
wolves,  and  that  the  aforesaid  wolves  are 
the  most  rapacious  and  insatiable  of  their 
kind  ;  and  then  they  will  generously  open 
their  pockets  and  warehouses,  and  commis- 
sion those  two  gentle  shepherds,  Kip  Hop- 
per and  Arthur,  to  interfere  and  take  the 
,eep  under  their  tender  care.  The  wolves 
ill  protest  that  they  never  slaughtered  the 
sheep,  but  it  won't  do-Mr.  Kip  Hopper's 
word  'has  gone  forth  that  they  are  the  most 
unmitigated  scoundrels  living. 

With  regard  to  the  exhibition  enterprise 
there  are  many  other  items  of  news  in'  this 
and  other  circulars  which  have  not  yet  been 
fully  known  and  appreciated  here.  It  is 
with  feelings  of  shame  that  we  confess  our 
ignorance  of  these  matters,  but  as  the 
Munchausen  of  exhibition  literature  has 
announced  them  we  have  no  alternative 
but  implicit  acceptance.  The  following  are 
taken  at  random  from  Mr.  Kip-Mutv 
chausen's  article  in  the  Grocer  : 

The  interest  which  he  [the  Emperor]  has  man- 
ifested  in  the  success  of  the  exhibition  is  sufficiently 
indicated  by  the  late  concession  of  the  buildings  and 
square  belonging  to  the  city  palace,  on  the  water 
front  and  near  the  custom  house,  with  no  duties  to 
be  paid  until  the  articles  are  sold,  and  Ins  recent 
intimation  that  he  desired  as  well  some  shares ofthe 
exhibition  stock,  is  a  full  guarantee  that  all  its  bus- 
iness concerns  will  be  managed  wilh  correctness  and 
d  is  patch .. 


Now  that's  convincing  I  It's  clear,  strait- 
forward,  and  to  the  point  I  Some  men 
might  be  templed  to  draw  on  their  imagina- 
tions in  dealing  with  such  a  subject,  but 
Mr.  Kip  Hopper  leaves  himself  open  to 
no  such  charge.  To  be  sure  it  has  been 
announced  that  Mr.  Arthur  has  rented  the 
grounds  now  occupied  by  the  imperial 
stables  on  which,  together  with  the  rest  of 
the  block  now  occupied  and  owned  by 
private  parties,  an  exhibition  palace  is  to  be 
erected.  Moreover,  it  is  apparent  to  any 
observer  that  this  property  neither  fronts  on 
the  water  nor  on  a  public  square.  Both 
these  conditions,  however,  will  he  secured 
by  the  razing  ofthe  department  of  agricul- 
ture edifice  on  the  one  side,  and  a  block 
of  buildings  in  front — which  -  will  prob- 
ably be  done.  And  as  to  the  Emperor's 
taking  stock,  every  thing  is  now  clear. 
On  the  27th  of  March  last,  15  shares  ofthe 
"Mutuacdo  Phikntropka"  stock  were  sold— 
the  only  sale  within  the  memory  of  man. 
"Who  bought  those  15  shares"  has  been  the 
standard  conundrum  ever  since. 

By  the  last  steamer  from  Kio  we  also  learn  that 
the  foreign  merchants  are  getting  alarmed  at  the 
American  exhibition,  and  tire  endeavoring  10  gel 
jic>ssessi.::i  of  a  majority  of  lite  stuck  issued  in  order 
to  defeat  (he  whole  purposes'  of  the  projectors  of 
the  enterprise.  The  directors,  therefore,  at  one 
passed  promptly  a  "resolution"  that  one-half  of  the 
amount  of  the  capital  stock  Issued  for  the  purpose, 
,hnll  be  reset  <■  ed  for  the  cilir.enH  ofthe  United  States. 
The  truth  of  this  is  shown  by  the  anxiety 
uf  the  "foreign  merchants"  to  lind  out 
just  wl,.u  became  of  those  15  shares  above 
mentioned.  We  can  not  doubt  but  that 
the  whole  15  shares,  let  alone  the  majority 
of  eight,  would  have  been  gobbled  up 
relentlessly  had  they  remained  on  the 
market. 

One  very  important  concession  ha*  already  grown 
out  of  the  American  exhibition,   and  secured  for 

American  citizens  !>y  Mr.  Hopper Twelve 

square  miles  of  mineral  territory  were  secured  in 
the  province  of  Unhid  containing  deposits  of  vast 

value One  island   contains  iron  ore  of  a 

fine  quality,  the  mountains  of  which  extend  some 
fifty  feet  above  tide  water,  and  is  reported  to  be 
er  90  per  cent,  pure  iron. 
Now  that's  what  we  call  business !  Twelve 
squares  miles  of  mineral  wealth,  and  fifty- 
foot  mountains  are  acquisitions  of  which 
the  American  people  may  reasonably  be 
proud.  And  as  to  the  ore  which  contains 
90  per  cent,  of  pure  iron,  nothing  like  it 
ever  was  known  before !  The  highest 
percentage  possible,  according  to  chemical 
science,  Hills  a  little  short  of  75,  but  Kip 
Hopper's  ore  leads  that  by  15. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  excerpts  from 
the  Grocer,  which  discreetly  compelled  Mr. 
Kip  Hopper  to  attach  a  signature  to  his 
article,  we  cull  the  following  from  the 
Boston  Commercial  Buihtin,  of  June  5,  which 
seems  to  have  swallowed  the  great  man, 
head,  neck  and  heels. 

The  demolition  of  the  old  buildings  connected 
with  die  palace  has  already  begun Engin- 
eers arc  already  at  work  in  preparing  the  grounds 

and  surveying  Ihc  same  on  the  water  front 

The  Machinery  Hall,  which  will  consist  of  three 
buildings,  will  be  in  the  suburbs,  on  grounds  given 
by  the  government,  and  inclosed  with  iron  railings, 
wilh  suitable  entrances Orphan  boys  will 


block  is  occupied  by  dwellings,  provision 
and  grocery  stores,  a  lumber  yard,  car- 
penter shops,  slop  shops,  an  eating  house 
and  a  school.  This  property,  as  far  as  we 
can  learn,  has  not  yet  been  secured.  There 
are  no  signs  of  surveys  and  demolition 
of  buildings ;  on  the  comtrary  the  only 
building  now  being  torn  down  is  being 
rebuilt  at  the  same  lime,  As  to  the 
"machinery  hall,"  no  one  here  knows  any 
thing  about  it.  No  such  gift  of  grounds 
has  been  made,  no  orphan  boys  have  been 
apprenticed,  no  reduction  of  fares  and 
adoption  of  transfer  tickets  on  the  tramway 
lines  has  taken  place.  The  whole  story  is  a 
ridiculous  invention.  Then,  too,  no  "ad- 
dress" signed  by  "leading  citizens"  and 
endorsed  by  the  "Emperor  and  his  parlia- 
ment" has  ever  been  prepared.  The  whole 
scheme  is  so  improbable  that  it  ought  to 
deceive  no  one.  Moreover  there  are  no 
"branches"  in  process  of  inauguration  in 
the  provinces. 

We  have  been  thus  explicit  in  this  matter 
in  order  that  the  true  character  of  this 
scheme  and  its  projectors  may  be  fully 
known.  The  Brazilian  government  has 
been  deceived  before  by  such  schemes  and 
it  is  likely  to  be  deceived  again.  But  no 
American  manufacturer  should  allow  him- 
self to  be  drawn  into  any  such  hair-brained 
venture.  An  enterprise  built  upon  such 
ridiculous  promises  and  such  wholesale 
falsehoods  will  never  bring  profit  to  any 
one,  The  manufacturer  who  allows  him- 
self to  be  drawn  into  it  will  have  nothing  but 
a  bitter  experience  to  recompense  him  for 
so  injudicious  an  outlay.

To  speak  plainly, 
there's  not  a  single  word  of  truth  in  all

us  to  give  so  much  space  to  these  ridiculous 
stories— there  has  been  no  public  demand 
tor  nor  sale  of  exhibition  stock  in  this 
market  and  there  has  been  no  gift  of  public 
grounds  and  buildings.  The  Emperor's 
steward  has  rented  the  ground  now  oc- 
cupied by  the  imperial  stables,  which  in 
itself  is  only  a  small  part  of  the  block  on 
which   it  stands.

Dear  Sir  /—Your  article  anent  the  finan- 
cial state  of  this  country  in  your  impression 
of  the  33rd  hist.,  deserves  the  thanks  of  all 
those  who  have  any  interest  or  slake  here,  or 
who,  in  any  way,  wish  the  country  well. 

It  must  be  clear  to  all  thinking  minds, 
thai  the  time  is  near  at  hand  when  matters 
must  be  grappled  with  by  earnest,  thought- 
ful, painstaking  men — men  who,  having  the 
welfare  of  the  country  at  heart,  will  not 
spare  themselves  in  time,  trouble,  or  study. 
Let  us  hope  we  have  seen  the  last  of 
financial  experimentalists  ;  of  men  who,  out 
of  childish  curiosity,  or  something  worse, 
are  willing  to  jeopardise  the  credit  of  their 
fatherland. 

As  you,  Sir,  well  point  out— one  of  the 
first  acts  should  be  to  release  the  country 
from  about  one-half  of  the  present  blood- 
suckers, yclept  "empregados  p/ibttcos,"  Of 
course,  to  do  this  a  ministry  must  be  very 
strong,  as  every  leech  that  is  taken  off  the 
suffering  and  almost  famished  body  develops 
into  a  determined  ami,  but  too  often,  un- 
scrupulous enemy.  It  seems  to  me  that 
these  "empregadospublicos"  should  be  treated 
in  much  the  same  way  as  the  slaves — let  the 
old  ones  die  off ;  let  no  more  be  added. 
But  this  is  a  matter  of  time,  and  in  the  mean- 
while the  question  arises  "How  is  the  gov- 
ernment to  make  both  ends  meet?'' 

There  appears  to  he  three  means  :  for- 
eign  loan  ;   issue  of  apolices  ;   paper  emis- 


try  had  already  sufficiency  of  paper  money; 
that  the  emission  of  more  would  bring  about 
a  crisis ;  that  speculators  would  be  the  only 
ones  to  benefit  (why  I  know  not),  and  the 
import  merchant  would  be  ruined.  Where, 
Sir,  is  the  surplus  of  money  to-day  ?  Of  all 
the  disasters  foretold  what  individual  one 
has  come  to  pass? 

In  very  truth  the  emission  was  so  much 
new  blood  thrown  into  the  country.  Trade 
generally  has  bettered  through  the  operation. 
The  loss  to  importers,  through  a  sometime 
fall  in  exchange,  is  more  than  recompensed 
afterwards  by  the  higher  currency  obtained 
on  their  goods.  The  government  in  the 
iome  remittances  pay  more  currency,  but 
get  recouped  by  a  higher  valuation  on  ex- 
ports and  imports.  '\'\\z  fazendriros,  obtain- 
ing higher  prices  for  their  produce,  are 
enabled  to  pay  off  their  heavy  debts  to  the 
Banco  do  Brazil  and  others ;  are  enabled  to 
increase  their  expenditures,  and  be  the  means 
of  throwing  more  life  and  animation  into 
trade  and  the  country  generally.  To  pinch 
the  agricultural  interests  in  a  country  such 
as  Brazil  is  to  help  destroy  all  development; 
to  retard  all  progress ;  to  hold  back  civiliza- 
tion itself.  You  can  not  expect  healthy 
children  from  a  starved  mother.  You  must 
not  look  for  a  good  crop  from  an  impover- 
ished soil. 

'  If  dealt  fairly  and  leniently  with  there  may 
be  a  great  future  in  store  for  this  country, 
but  she  must  be  helped  and  nursed  onwards. 
The  Paraguayan  war  cost  Brazil  41  millions 
sterling — the  shea  hi  the  north  has  added  a 
trifle  on  to  this  sum.  After  such  heavy 
pulls  on  her  resources  she  needs  all  possible 
care  and  encouragement. 

Cheap  money  means  activity,  briskness  ; 
it  means  the  opening  np  of  the  interior,  en- 
terprise, a  healthy  business,  a  promising 
future. 

Dear  money  starves  competition,  it  means 
a  hard  pushed  and  over  strained  "lavoura" 
— it  means  bankruptcy.

Taking  them  in  their  order,  ihc  first  is 
quite  out  of  the  question  inasmuch  as  the 
1879  gold  bond  operation  has  virtually 
proved  an  external  loan,  and  any  attempt 
to  demand  from  European  capitalists  more 
money  would  be  sure  to  meet  with  a  bad 
■eception  and  greatly  prejudice  all  Brazilian 
stock. 

The  issue  of  apolices  appears  no  wiser. 
Much  injury  would  lie  done  to  present 
holders  ;  the  government  would  incur  fresh 
half-yearly  liabilities;  a  tight  money  market 
would  ensue,  and  many  failures  would  be 
likely  to  result. 

Sir,  as  one  who  can  speak  impartially  on 
the  subject,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  emis- 
sion of  currency  to  a  moderate  extent,  is 
the  only  way  to  tide  over  the  difficulty.  It 
is  within  the  memory  of  most  of  us  how, 
when  the  last  emission  was  spoken  of,  we 
were  threatened  with  the  most  disastrous 
consequences.  We  were  informed  thecmin-

There  ha*  arisen  a  new  industry  in  the  western 
part  of  the  United  Stales  in  connection  with  the 
manufacture  of  glucose  from  corn.  A  large  number 
of  factories  have  been  set  up ;  one  at  Chicago,  it  is 
said,  will  have  a  Capacity  of  20,000  bushels  a  day. 
A  bushel  of  corn  produces  30  pounds  of  glucose 
(grape  sugar)  of  3  gallons  of  sirup.  The  sugar 
costs  2  cents  a  pound,  the  corn  selling  at  40  cents 
a  bushel.

Owing  to  a  recent  rule  established  by  the 
director  of  the  Dom    Pedro  II  railway  all 
coffee  must  be  weighed  before  delivery  from 
its  station  in  this  city.     Through  this   rule 
and  an  insufficient  force  of  employees  only 
500  bags  were  delivered  on  the  1st  instant, 
a  quantity  totally  insufficient  to  meet  the 
demands  of  the  market.    In  view  of  the 
fact  that  there  were  nearly  50,000  bags 
store  at  the  station  on  that  date  and  that  the 
average  daily  receipts  are  now  8, 178  bags, 
this  blocking   the  delivery  by  this  rule  will 
soon  embarrass  the  railway  as  well  as  the 
market,  a  consideration  which  should  receive 
official  attention  at  once.     The  important 
consideration,  however,  is  that  of  the  market 
itself.     If  it  is  impossible  to  deliver  more 
than  500  bags  a  day,    or  even  double  that 
number,  the  market  will  be  seriously  embar- 
rassed.    We    are   now  entering    upon  the 
new  crop  season,  and   we  may  reasonably 
expect  greater  activity  in  the  market  at  an 
early  day.     The    export  however    will    be 
gravely  injured  if  any  delays  of  this  character 
are  imposed  as  prompt  delivery  is  an  essential 
part   of  an   active    market.     It   is    to    the 
interest  of  the  government,  who  owns  this 
railway  and  is  therefore  responsible  lor  this 
rule,  that  every  facility  should  be  given  to 
the  delivery  and  sale  of  coffee,  and  on  this 
ground  as  well  as  on  that  of  the  export  mer- 
chants there  should  be  no  delay  in  remedy- 
ing  this  mistaken  regulation. 


Notwithstanding  his  clear  appreciation 
of  the    present    financial    situation  of  this 
government  and    bis  agreement    with  our 
views  as  to  the  necessity  of  reducing  expendi- 
tures through  a  redution  in  the  civil  service, 
our    correspondent  "C.  S.,"  -whose  letter 
appears  in    another  column,  is  clearly  and 
gravely  at  fault  in  his  proposed  remedies. 
The  three  means  which  he  offers  for  meet- 
ing present  emergencies,  viz  :  a  foreign  loan, 
apolicts,  and  currency  issue,  are  at  best  only 
temporary    expedients  and   insufficient    to 
meet  the  grave   requirements   of  the  case. 
To  tide  over  the  difficulty  something  more 
is  needed  than  a    "relief"    measure,  some- 
thing more  than  a  makeshift  which  docs  no 
more  than  to  postpone  the  day  of  reckoning 
and  to  impose    upon  a  helpless    posterity 
the  burden  which  should  be  now  met  and 
overcome.     "C.  S."  very  properly  discards 
the  foreign  loan    because    of  its  influence 
on  existing  issues   and  he  rejects  the  issue 
of   apolices    because  of  the  resulting    int- 
erest liabilities.     There  remains,  therefore, 
but    the    one    remedy,     the    emission    of 
paper    money,     which    he  not    only    ac- 
cepts as  the  sole    remaining  alternative  but 
with    all    the  customary    arguments  in  _  its 
favor.     Confounding  the  two  ideas,  money 
and  value,  he  argues  that  in  "cheap  money'' 
is  found   the    panacea  for  all  the  ills  that 
afflict  us.     The  importer  is  benefitted  be- 
cause he  gets  higher  currency  prices  for  his 
goods,  the  planter  is  benefitted  because  he 
gets  higher  prices  for  his  produce  and  can 
therefore  payoff  his  debts,  and  the  govern- 
ment loses  nothing  because  of  a  higher  cur- 
rency valuation  on    imports  and  exports. 
Now,  with  all  due  respect  for  the  opinions  of 
our  correspondent,  we  submit  that  this  is  all 
wrong.     It  is  a  doctrine  which  is  not  only 
mistaken,   it  is  dangerous  and   misleading. 
Money  is  simply  a  measure  of  value  and  a 
medium  of  exchange.     To  serve  these  pur- 
poses  best  it  must  have  a  fixed  value,   else 
it  becomes  speculative  and  untrustworthy. 
Gold  coin  has  been  universally  adopted  as 
the  standard  of  value  because  of  its  slight 
fluctuations,  hence  all  money  which  is  based 
on  the  gold  standard  is  most  reliable  and 
unchanging.  Gold  has  intrinsic  value  arid  is 
therefore  worth  just  what  it  represents  as  an 


article  of  commerce.     But  how  is  it  with 
paper  currency?     It  has  no  intrinsic  value  ; 
it  is  simply;  a  promise  to  pay  the  value 
specified  on  its  face.     Its  exchange  value  is 
therefore  determined  by  the  ability  of  the 
issuer  to  redeem  it  value  for  value.     If  it  is 
convertible  into   gold  on  demand  its  face 
value  will  not  be  diminished  as  long  as  the 
issuer  is  solvent  ;  if  it  is  not  so  convertible 
its  face  value   will  be  determined   by  the 
credit  of  the  issuer.     These  are  all  simple 
fundamental  principles  in  finance,     In  ap- 
plying these  principles  to  the  financial  affairs 
of  Brazil,  we  find  and  inconvertible  paper 
currency  of  189,199,591$  now  in  circulation 
whose  gold  value  is  to-day  only  852  reis 
per  mil  reis— a  depreciation  of  nearly    15 
per  cent.     The  country  is  burdened    with 
debt    its  revenues  are  insufficient  to  meet 
its  expenditures,  its  regularly-recurring  defic- 
its all  go  to  swell  its  debt,  the  revenue  limit 
of  taxation  has  been  passed,   industries  are 
stagnant,  and  the  government  seems  blind 
to  the  situation.     In   such  a  state  of  affairs 
what  can  "cheap  money"  do?     The  credit 
of  the  country  will  not  bear  anything  more. 
Increase  the  issue  and  you  have  more  paper, 
less  credit,  less  value  and  less  probability  of 
final  redemption.     It  may  mean  "activity"  in 
business,  but  it  is  the  activity  of  liquidation. 
The  planter  may  have  more  money,  but  it 
will  have  less  value  and  will  buy  less  than 
belore.     The  government  will  receive  more 
money  in  taxes  but  that  excess  will  be  more 
than  swallowed  up  in  that  significant  entry 
in  all  its  foreign  accounts    "difference   in 
exchange."     In    our  opinion  no  effectual 
remedy  will  be  found  short  of  the  lollowing  : 
1,  thorough  administrative  reform,  including 
reduction    of  the    civil  list,    inclusion    01 
expenditures  within  appropriations,    official 
accountability  and  a  new  system  of  treasury 
book-keeping  ;  2,  the    immediate    sale   or 
lease  of  the  Dom  Pedro  11  and  other  imperial 
railways,  and  the  suppression  of  all  further 
pecuniary  aid  to  them  ;  3,  the  conversion  ol 
railway  interest  guarantees  into  land  grants 
and  their    suppression  in  the  future  ;  4,  a 
similar  conversion  ol  the  interest  guarantees 
on  factories  and   other   private  enterprises 
with  a  suppression  of  all  further  grants  ;  5,. 
suspension  of  the  large  annual  outlay  in 
subsidies  as  soon  as  the  terms  of  contract 
will  admit.    If  the  government  needs  money 
to    meet    present    demands  let  it  borrow 
through  internal  loans  and  pay  interest  for 
the  same  in  an  honest,  slraitforward  manner. 
There  are  no  two  species  of  honesty  in  this 
world ;  wc  therefore  would  treat  a  govern- 
ment just  as  we  would  an  individual. 


THE  AMERICAN  STEAMSHIP 
CONTRACT. 

On  the  10th  of  November,  1877,  a  con- 
tract for  a  steamship  mail  service  between 
the  United  States  and  Brazil  was  executed 
in  this  city  between  the  Brazilian  govern- 
ment and  the  representatives  of  Messrs.  John 
Roach  it  Son.  This  contract  was  authorized 
by  an  imperial  decree,  No.  6,724,  of  the 
same  date. 

By  the  conditions  of  that  contract  the 
term  of  service  was  fixed  at  ten  years,  and 
the  annual  subvention  at  200,000$,  upon 
which  sum  total  for  die  entire,  ten  years 
(3,000,000$)  a  tax  was  levied  and  paid  into 
the  imperial  treasury  of  1  $000  per  conto,  or 
2,000$  in  all.  It  was  required  that  the  ships 
should  be  specially  constructed  for  the  ser- 
vice, that  they  should  be  of  not  less  than 
3,000  tons  each,  and  that  the  service  should 
he  in  full  operation  within  six  months 
from  date— all  of  which  conditions  were 
fulfilled.  The  porls  of  call  indicated  were 
Bahia,  Pernambuco,  Pani  and  St.  Thomas 
— the  port  of  Maranhao  never  having  been 
referred  to  in  the  negotiation  either  by  word 
or  implication. 

It  was  stipulated,  moreover,  that  no  clause 
of  the  contract  should  be  altered  without  the 
common  consent  of  both  parties  thereto, 
and  in  event  of  any  difference  between  them 
the  question  should  be  settled  by  arbitration. 
The  usual  clause  providing  for  the  approval 
of  the  legislature  was  also  included,  the  law- 
requiring  that  no  money  could  'be  paid 
without  such  approval  and  consequent  ap- 
propriation. In  the  event  of  a  failure  to 
approve  the  company  was  to  have  no  claim 
on  the  government. 

In  strict  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  the  contract  two  steamers  were  consul- 
ted for  the  service  at  a  cost  ot  one  million 
dollars.  These  steamers  were  accepted  by 
the  Brazilian  government  and  the  service 
began  within  the  specified  time. 

After  the  steamers  had  been  running  to 
the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  government  for 


more  than  one  year,  the  legislature  appro- 
priated the  money  and  paid  the  first  year's 
subvention.  This  act  was  a  practical  ratifica- 
tion of  the  contract  as  originally  made 
under  whose  terms  the  service  had  thus  far 
been  performed.  Subsequently,  however, 
and  in  obedience  to  the  demands  of  a  nar- 
row, provincial  jealousy,  the  Chamber  saw 
fit  to  include  Maranhao  in  the  ports  of  call, 
and  that,  too,  without  consulting  the  com- 
pany or  even  notifying  it  of  this  intended 
alteration,  as  it  was  bound  to  do  by  the 
terms  of  the  contract.  This,  in  itself,  was 
a  practical  annulment  of  the  contract. 

As  a  matter  of  course  the  company  object- 
ed to  this  irregular  proceeding,  and  to  the 
risks  incident  to  sending  its  expensive  steam- 
ers into  so  dangerous  a  port  as  Maranhao. 
To  meet  the  objection  that  Maranhao  lacked 
a  sufficient  depth  of  water  for  vessels  of  this 
class  the  government  sent  a  commission 
under  an  engineer,  whose  work  elsewhere 
has  been  repeatedly  called  in  question,  to 
investigate.  The  commission  were  only 
three  days  there,  including  arrival  and 
departure,  and  then  returned  with  the  re- 
port that  there  was  a  sufficient  depth  of 
water,  if  not  in  the  port  itself  certainly  near 
by— or  some  five  or  six  miles  distant.  Upon 
this  irregular  change  in  the  contract  and 
upon  such  a  shuffling,  imperfect  report  as 
this,  the  government  now  declines  to  pay 
the  subvention  without  regular  calls  arc 
made  at  Maranhao— and  that,  too,  in  direct 
opposition  to  the  opinion  of  the  council  of 
state,  to  whom  the  question  was  referred 
by  Counselor  Sinimbii  in  November,  1879, 
to  the  effect  that  there  was  no  precedent  to 
justify  such  a  change  in  the  schedule  by  in- 
cluding Maranhao  as  a  port  of  call. 

In  view  of  these  facts  it  would  seem  that 
the  government  is  now  insisting  on  this 
impossible  condition,  over  two  and  one-half 
years  after  the  signing  of  the  contract,  with 
the  purpose  of  breaking  it  rather  than  or 
serving  the  petty  traffic  ot  Maranhao.  It 
is  evident  from  every  survey  ever  made  that 
these  steamers  can  not  enter  that  port,  nor 
can  they  even  approach  the  outside  anchor- 
ages without  risks  totally  unwaranted  by  its 
trade.  These  facts  were  clearly  demonstrat- 
ed in  a  recent  article  on  that  port,  by  Col. 
W.  Milnor  Roberts,  in  which  not  only  was 
the  insufficient  depth  of  water  and  dangers 
of  approach  set  forth,  but  also  the  further 
fact  that  the  company  would  actually  sink 
money  by  making  these  calls.  The  monthly 
freights  would  barely  equal  one-half  the 
extra  insurance  charged  011  coffee  freights 
the\'  would  not  even  meet  the  interest  on 
the  capital  and  the  extra  running  expenses 
made  necessary  by  the  call.  Untler  such 
circumstances  the  company  finds  itself 
compelled  to  refuse  this  condition  introduced 
into  the  contract  without  its  knowledge 
and  consent.  Its  only  alternative  is  the 
substitution  of  smaller  steamers  for  those 
now  running — a  .substitution  which  the 
government  would  undoubtedly  decline  to 
sanction.  The  determination  of  the  govern- 
ment to  break  the  contract  is  therefore  the 
only  possible  explanation  of  the  course  now 
taken. 

The  contract  was  violated  by  the  addition 
of  Maranhao  as  a  port  of  call,  and  the 
agents  of  the  line  were  notified  on  the  26th 
of  June  that  the  subvention  was  suspended 
from  and  after  that  date  and  until  further 
action  should  be  taken  by  the  legislature. 
In  view  of  these  facts  there  can  be  no  just- 
ification for  the  charges  now  made  that  "the 
Americans  are  obstinate"  because  it  has 
been  suggested  that  the  coastwise  service 
would  be  abandoned  in  event  of  the  Mar- 
anhao call  being  insisted  upon.  In  the 
larger  sense  the  American  steamship  line  is 
a  business  enterprise  and  it  is  justified  on 
this  and  every  ground  in  refusing  to  per- 
form an  unremunerative  and  dangerous  ser- 
vice. The  company  stands  ready  to  perform 
not  only  its  part  of  the  original  contract,  but 
all  service  that  may  not  incur  an  unjust- 
ifiable expense  and  risk;  more  than  that  can 
not  be  expected.  As  the  case  now  stands 
we  have  authority  for  stating  that,  should  the 
chambers  not  approve  the  original  contract, 
the  steamers  will  begin  a  direct  service  be- 
tween this  port  and  New  York  in  Septem- 
ber and  the  contract  will  be  considered  at 
an  end. 

The  unavoidable  conclusion  which  this 
affair  fully  warrants  is  that  contracts  sol- 
emnly signed  by  the  imperial  government 
and  sanctioned  by  the  imperial  signature 
have  no  longer  binding  force.  The  introduc- 
tion of  a  clause  requiring  legislative  ratifica- 
tion has  been  thus  far  a  mere  formality — 


that  body  never  before  taking  upon  itself  j 
the  right  to  break  formal  contracts  of  this 
character.  With  contracts  which  require  this 
legislative  ratification  before    they  can  go 
injo    execution  changes'    can  be    effected 
without  loss  and  without  breach  of  faith, 
but  with  those  which  have    the   character 
of  a    final    agreement  and  through  which 
large  sums  of  money  are  invested,  the  case 
is  radically  different.    Under  such  circum- 
stances we  have  no  alternative  but  to  advise 
capitalists  that  the  imperial  signature  now 
has  no  value  and  binding  force,  that  their 
investments   based  upon  contract  and  tin 
imperial,  signature  are  without  any  security 
whatever,  that  their  contracts  can    not  be 
considered  final  until  after  subjection  to  the 
opinions  and  amendments  ofsome  175  sen- 
ators and  deputies  each  one  of  whom  has  a 
right  to  impress  his  personal  opinions  and 
wishes  upon  it,  and,  finally,  that  no  contract 
has    any    binding    force   upon  a  minister 
whenever,    in    his    opinion,    it  is    not    in 
consonance  with    public    interests.     Much 
is  we  regret  this  stale  of  affairs,    we  feel 
obliged  to  call  attention  to  it  in  the  most 
public  manner  possible,  in  order  that  every 
capitalist   who  enters    into    a    conditional 
contract   hereafter  may  know  just  what  he 
is  doing,     No   one  can  wish   to    see  this 
country    crippled    by    the    withdrawal    of 
foreign  capital  and  enterprise,  but  if  foreign 
investments  are    to  be    subjected  to    such 
obligations     and     arbitrary,     irresponsible 
changes  as  are  illustrated    in  this  American 
steamship  contract,    it  will  certainly  bring 
upon  itself  that  highly  disastrous  result, 


LEGISLATIVE  NOTES 
:   sessions  of  the  General  Ass 


—The  sessions  of  the  General  Assembly  since 
our  last  report  have  been  occupied  chiefly  with  pri- 
vate bills  and  discussions  of  local  interest.  There 
has  been  some  discussion  on  the  various  supple- 
mentary credits  but  nothing  new  fans  been  elicited. 
In  the  Senate  tile  supplementary  credit  of  6,880, 
8i9$379  for  the  minister  of  agriculture  is  now  in  its 
3rd.  reading,  and  the  supplementary  credit  for  the 
Dom  Pedro  II  railway,  reduced  from  1,280,000$  to 
405,000$,  lias  been  passed  and  sent  back  lo  the 
Chamber.  In  the  discussion  on  the  first,  on  the 
1st  inst.,  ex-Minister  Alfonso  Celso  declared  lliat  in 
financial  ad  minis!  rat  ion  Brazil  already  occupies  on 
advanced  position  among  the  first  nations  of  the 
world.  This  will  be  news  of  a  high  order  to  our 
foreign  readers. 

—In  the  Chamber  the  supplementary  credits  for 
the  departments  of  war,  justice  and  empire  were 
passed  on  the  26th  ult.  ami  the  supplementary 
credit  of  1,326,4838470  entered  on  its  3rd  reading 
on  the  30th.  The  budget  for  the  department  of 
agriculture  is  now  in  2nd  rcadi 

—The  miscellaneous  business  transacted  in  the 
Senate  includes  the  discussion  of  Ihe  bill  fixing  tin 
naval  force  which  was  passed  on  live  28th.  On  the 
271I1  Senator  Silveira  Lobo  presented  a  petition 
from  the  printers  of  this  city  protesting  against  the 
limitation  of  sufirage  proposed  by  the  electoral 
reform  bill.  The  petition  was  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee now  examining  ihat  bill.  The  Rio  S.  Fran- 
cisco police  bill  has  been  discussed  in  2nd  lending. 
— On  the  24th  ult.  the  Chamber  was  treated  to  a 
vehement  defense  of  the  state  church  by  Deputy 
Jeronyinu  Sodre\  The  bill  for  ihe  secularisation  <if 
cemeteries  was  up  on  the  27th  and  301I1  in  jr.l 
reading.  On  the  281I1  the  lull  exempting  herva  mate, 
exported  to  the  United  Stales  from  expott  iluiies 
was  finally  passed  ami  sent  to  ihe  Senate.  The 
bill,  known  as  No.  54  A.  of  1879,  which  exempts 
the  building  materials  fot  the  proposed  American 
exhibition  edifice  from  import  duties,  passed  to  its 
3rd  reading  on  the  same  date.  "11  the  31st,  De- 
puty Gnldin"  das  Neves  introduced  an  interpel- 
lation on  prison  management  in  Uracil.  He  called 
attention  tolhe  circunnuiice  il.al  prisunen  had  been 
kept  iu  prison  at  Ouro  Prelo,  Minas  Geraes,  long 
after  their  terms  had  expired  simply  because  the 
records  had  been  lost,  and  also  that  the  arrest  ol 
persons  without  charges  ever  being  prefer  red  was 
common  all  over  the  empire.  This  subject  is  cer- 
tainly a  fruitful  one  and  demands  legislative  eonsid- 


— Cable  communication  with  Bahia  was  resumed 
on  the  28th  ult. 

—Owing  to  the  long-continued  drouth  there  is 
now  another  water  famine  in  this  city. 

—The  thirty-fourth  birthday  of  the  Princess  Im- 
perial was  celebrated  on  tiie  29th  ult.  with  the  usual 
form  alii  ics. 

The    minister    of   finance    has    directed    that 

monthly  reports  of  the  postal  money  order  business 
shall  be  made. 

—The  vessel  upon  which  the  fugitive'  jlta  mun- 
icipal of  Victoria,  Dr.  Nicolao  Rodrigues  da  Cunlia 
Lima,  took  passage  for  Liverpool  was  the  Chris- 
olite. 

—The  police  authorities  have  been  somewhat 
troubled  lately  by  returning  cdftens.  Rat  the  evil 
for  which  these  men  were  banished  still  continues 
unchecked. 

— TlieCaijia  da  Amort'isacao  announced  on  the 
30th  ult.  the  immediate  issue  of  20$  notes  of  the 
"■j".  estampa."  The  notes  are  printed  on  white 
linen  paper  and  the  colors  of  the  face  of  the  note 
are  light  yellow,  green  and  black. 

A  subscription  has  been  started  to  raise  money 
for  the  purchase  of  apolices  for  the  little  son  of  Carlos 
Gomes.  Il  is  presumed  that  the  object  is  to  secure 
an 'income  for  the  youthful  Carlos  which  will  enable 
him  tolive  without  labor  and  to  support  the  inherited 
lame  of  his  father  in  a  becoming  manner. 

— The  convention  between  Brazil  and  Italy  rela- 
tive to  a  reciprocal  exchange  ol  information  regard- 
ing penal  sentences  which  was  signed  in  this  city 
on  the  2nd  of  June,  1879,  was  promulgated  on  the 
281I1  ult.  Each  country  agrees  to  communicate  to 
the  other  all  penal  sentences  imposed  in  its  courts 
on  the  other's  subjects. 

—War  has  broken  out  between  the  church  and 
the  free  masons  at  Victoria,  Espirito  Santo.  The 
bishop  of  this  diocese  who  was  in  that  city  last 
month,  supplied  himself  with  alist  of  members  of 
that  order,  and  when  they  presented  themselves  to 
receive  the  sacrament  they  were  ignomintously  ex- 
pelled from  the  church. 

■On  the  251I1  ult.  a  tilbury  was  engaged  to 
convey  a  sick  man  from  a  house  in  Rua  da  Imper- 
atriz  to  the  Misericordia  hospital.  While  on  the 
way  the  driver  saw  that  the  man  was  dying,  where- 
upon he  returned  to  the  house  whence  he  came. 
The  man  died  while  being  helped  out  of  the  lilbiiry. 
The  people  of  the  house  then  refused  to  receive  the 
body  and  it  was  left  upon  the  walk  until  removed 
by  the  police  some  time  after. 

—The  historical  editor  of  the  Cruzeiro  in  noting 
the  anniversary  ot  Willian  Penn's  death  on  the 
30th  of  July,  1718,  says  that  he  founded  a  fine 
colony  on  the  western  bank  of  the  Delaware— "to- 
day the  flourishing  city  of  Pennsylvania."  We  don't 
happen  to  have  a  spare  ntjas  about  us,  but  we  trust 
that  our  neighbor  will  procure  one  at  the  earliest 
day  possible.  A  little  more  geography  of  that 
description  will  completely  change  the  whole  face 
of  the  western  continent. 


LOCAL   NOTES 

—The  City  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  will  take  out 
44,000  bags  of  coffee. 

—The  huhiljer  ol  slaves  declared  free  in  this  city 
since  the  emancipation  law  went  into  effect,  on 
account  of  abandonment  by  their  masters,  is  246. 

— The  Crown  perfumery  company  of  London  has 
received  a  special  distinction  by  being  appointed 
"purveyors  to  their  imperial  majesties." 

— The  Gazeta  de  Noticias  entered  upon  its  sixth 
year  on  the  2nd  inst.  The  success  of  our  spirited 
contemporary  has  been  deservedly  earned. 

—A  bill  is  now  before  the  Chamber  of  Deputies 
which  proposes  to  grant  a  ten  years',  privilege  lo 
Guilherme  Schuch  de  Capanema  for  the  manufacture 
of  sulphureted  carbon,  the  principal  ingredient  used 
in  his  "Formicida  Capanema." 

— The  Gazeta  calls  attention  to  the  lax  manage- 
ment of  the  government  lottery  bureau  by  stating 
that  it  has  recently  seen  a  half  ticket  so  numbered 
that  while  one  of  the  "tenths"  was  stamped  "2,555," 
the  other  four  were  stamped  "2,655." 

—The  Misericordia  mortality  returns  for  this  city 
in  July  show  the  total  number  of  deaths  from  all 
causes  to  be  805.  This  gives  a  daily  rate  ofa6, 
at  an  average  of  29.2  per  1000  per  annum.  The 
deaths  from  yellow  fever  were  18,  from  other  fevers 
51,  and  from  consumption  141. 


—It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  manufacture 
of  artificial  wines,  that  important  national  industry 
about  which  so  much  has  been  said  and  which  has 
been  publicly  endorsed  by  some  prominent  mercan- 
tile hcuses  in  this  city,  receives  no  slight  assist- 
ance from  the  importation  of  productos  enologicos, 
the  perfumes  and  essences  which  give  to  the 
counterfeit  product  ihe  flavor,  smell  and  appearance 
of  the  genuine.  These  "essences"  arc  occasionally 
advertised  in  the  daily  papers.  It  is  not  at  all 
unlikely  that  the  friends  of  this  native  industry  will 
try  to  gel  the  new  tariff  commission  to  raise  the 
duties  on  the  genuine  importation  as  a  measure  of 
protection,  and  to  assist  them  in  this  endeavor  we 
would  specially  call  attention  to  these  advertise- 
ments. Drugged  cane  juice  should  be  protected  by 
all  means ;  our  only  doubt  in  the  matter  is  the 
counterfeit  labels  and  brands  which  often  deceive 
people  who  prefer  the  genuine  article, 

—The  Cruzeiro  is  greatly  troubled  about  the  use 
of  ihe  revolver  in  the  United  States.  It's  lament- 
able, to  be  sure;  but  still  it  fails  to  keep  down  a 
rapid  increase  of  population.  We  shall  suggest  the 
importation  of  a  few  Juizes  municipal,  police 
delegados,  the  secretary  of  the  Rio  city  council,  some 
pacs  de  familia  Irom  Uba  and  other  interior  local- 
ilies,  and  a  small  force  of  capoeiras,  through  whose 
patriotic  efforts  lo  reduce  population  within  proper 
limits  we  shall  probably  escape  the  immediate  ill 
tfFecls  of  over-crowded  lerritory.  At  present  the 
incessant  hail  storm  of  revolver  balls  in  the  States 
is  so  totally  inadequate  to  meet  the  demands  of 
the  time,  that  they  have  been  compelled  to  resort 
holesale  massacre  of  the  people  by  steamboat 
collisions,  explosions  and  fires.  These  instrument- 
alities for  depopulating  the  country  are  now 
working  very  sal isfac tori ly,  but  it  is  feared  that  they 
will  be  only  temporary  as  the  people  will  stop 
travelling.  In  new  and  improved  revolvers  He  the 
future  hope  and  prosperity  of  the  great  American 
republic.  For  the  benefit  of  our  humane  contemp- 
orary we  would  say  that  these  things  are  looked 
upon  as  simple  necessities  of  life  in  the  United 
Stales.  Revolvers  are  commonly  used  there  as 
nursing  bottles  and  when  loaded  are  given  lo  tabes 
a  rattle  boxes.  Miniature  revolvers  are  worn  by 
young  ladies  as  charms,  and  as  they  are  always 
loaded  they  are  considered  lo  be  highly  useful  as 
well  as  ornamental.  A  young  man's  education  is 
never  considered  complete  until  he  can  put  a  pistol 
ball  through  a  ringer  ring  thrown  into  the  air  at 
thirty  paces— and  that  loo  in  nine  shots  out  of  ten. 
His  every-day  equipment  consists  of  a  navy  revolver 
in  each  boot  leg,  a  double  action  38-calibre  revolver 
in  bis  hip  pocket,  two  double  barreled  Derringers 
in  his  vest  pocket,  and  a  bowie  knife  down  the 
back  of  his  neck.  In  election  time  every  man 
carries,  in  addition,  a  loaded  Oatlling  gun  and  at 
thousand  cartridges.  It  looks  dangerous  to  be  sure. 
but  we  can  assure  the  Cruzeiro, that  it's  only  a 
playful  habit  of  the  Yankee.  It's  really  nothing, 
1  when  you  get  used"  to  it. 
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—It  is  the  opinion  of  Deputy  Jeronymo  Sodre,  ns 

expressed  in  his  defense  of  Hie  state  cburcli  on  the 
'  24th  nit.,  that  teh  "effect  of  republican  education  is  in- 
tolerance and  suppression. "  He  doubts  that  there 
is  as  much  liberty  in  the  United  States  as  in  coun- 
tries governed  by  a  constitutional  monarchy  —  as, 
for  instance,  "  in  Great  Britain,  llelgium  and  lira - 
ail."  Deputy  Sodre  is  llie  author  of  a  compendium 
ofgeogiaphy. 

—The  meeting  which  was  held  at  the  British 
Consulate  on  the  27th  ult.  in  behalf  of  the  Sailors'

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PROVINCIAL  NOTES, 

—A  telegram  Iront  Bahia  on  the  30th  ult.  states 
that  the  captain  of  the  port  had  captured  contraband 
silks  to  the  value  of  60,000$,  after  a  fruitless 
search  of  five  days. 

—Abundant  rains  are  reported  throughout  the 
northern  provinces.  Provisions  are  abundant  and 
the  crop  prospects  are  unusually  promising.  The 
sugar  crop  will  be  exceptionally  large. 

—Francisco  Qnirino  Cardoso,  an  employee  on  a 
plantation  near  Vassouras,  caught  a  thief  in  his 
poultry  yard  on  the  morning  of  the  17th  ult.  In  the 
fight  which  ensued  the  thief  was  killed. 

— Counterfeit  postage  stamps  of  500  reis    de- 
nomination are  circulating  in  the  province  of  Bahia. 
They  have  a  deeper  yellow  color  than  the  gemiine. 
the  color  being  nearly  that  of  coffee  on  the  bust  and 
■  the  words  "300  reis," 

—A  slave,  who  had  been  punished  by  his  overseer, 
at  Cantagallo,  nth  ult.,  attacked  him  with  a  hoe. 
As  the  slave  was  getting  the  advantage  in  the  fight, 
tile  overseer,  Joaquim  Teixeira  Gomes,  drew  a 
revolver  and  shot  him  dead. 

—A  private  telegram  says  that  Dr.  Nicolao  Rod- 
rigues  da  Cunha  Lima,  the  Juis  municipal  who 
was  so  largely  responsible  for  the  bloody  cleclirm 
conflict  at  Victoria,  Pernambuco,  has  made  his 
escape  from  the  country  by  taking  passage  on 
a  sailing  vessel  for  Liverpool. 

— The  law  passed  by  the  Sao  Paulo  provincial  as. 
sembly  revoking  the  municipal  ordinance  for  the  clos- 
ing of  business  places  on  Sundays  and  church  holi- 
days, has  received  the  signature  of  the  president  and 
was  officially  published  on  the  21st  ult.  Thus  ends 
the  jeehamento  farce  in  Sao  Paulo. 

—A  telegram  from  Pernambuco  on  the  30th  ult, 
reports  the  assassination  of  Rodolpho  Arrutla  Bel- 
trao  at  Victoria,  Hie  scene  of  the  late  election  fight. 
The  victim  was  shot  from  an  ambush.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  government  will  finally  conclude  to  hold 
some  one  accountable  for  these  murders. 

—A  poor  Cearense  was  recently  assassinated  at 
Iraja,  not  far  from  this  city.  Tile  body  remained 
exposed  and  uiicored  for  nearly  48  hours,  and  was 
then  removed  by  the  authorities.  The  assassin 
goes  about  with  impunity  and  is  not  disturbed 
because  he  is  protected  by  influential  men  ol  the

—A  dispute  arising  between  two  lnbon 
Maturel  Vital  and  Moses  at  Quilombo,  Sao  Paulo, 
one  day  last  month,  the  latter  attacked  the  oilier  and 
killed  him  with  a  gushot  and  two  knife  thrusts. 
The  son  of  Manoel  coming  up  at  once  attacked  the 
assassin.  Shots  were,  exchanged  between  tliem 
from  which  both  died. 

—The  diocesan  bishop  of  Para,  D.  Antonio  lie 
Macedo  Costa,  has  petitoned  the  president  of  that 
province  for  a  grant  of  unsettled  land,  one  and 
one-half  leagues  square,  in  the  municipality  of  M"c.i- 
juba.  The  bishop  proposes  to  establish  stock  fa  nit* 
for  cattle  raising  on  this  land,  the  proceed*  of  which 
will  be  devoted  to  works  of  public  utility. 

—The  Parahyba  correspondent  of  the  Jomaldo 
Commercb  reports  on  the  3rd  ult.  a  good  winter 
season  in  that  province.  There  are  well-founded 
hopes  for  a  large  production  of  sugar  this  season. 
The  cereal  crops  are  all  in  fine  condition  and  farinha 
is  so  plentiful  as  to  be  worth  only  from  30  to  40  reis 
a  liter.  The  price  of  fresh  meat  ranged  from  4S0 
tn  640  reis  a  kilo. 

—We  learn  from  the  Gazeta  de  Pot to  Alegre  of 
the  17th  ult.  that  a  Gcrman-Uraailian  exhibition  has 
been  authorized  by  the  Rio  Grande  provincial  as- 
sembly  and  will  be  held  in  Porto  Alegrc  from  Oct. 
1  to  Dec.  31,  1SS1.  A  prominent  German  society 
has  taken  the  matter  in  hand  and  the  project  will  be 
fully  carried  out,  The  large  German  population  of 
Rio  Grande  do  Sttl  will  contribute  largely  to  its 

—The  CruzAltewe.,  of  Cruz  Alia,  Rio  Grande  do 
Sul,  relates  that  two  men  named  Eduardo  Borges 
and  Pedro  Maciel,  forcably  abducted  two  girls,  of  1 1 
and  16  years,  daughters  of  one  Goncalves,  of  Snl- 
edade,  and  carried  them  away  to  the  house  of  Maciel 
where  they  were  subjected  to  the  most  inhuman 
treatment.  The  abduction  look  place  in  the  day, 
time  and  in  the  presence  of  the  parents  who  were 
threatened  with  death  iflhey  resisted.  The  younger 
girl  was  carried  into  the  woods  the  next  morning  by 
a  slave  where  she  was  left  lialf  dead. 

—A  correspondent  of  the  Jorttal  do  Recife  at 
Quipapa,  an  interior  town  of  Pernambuco,  writes  on 
the  8th  ult.  to  the  effect  that  the  people  of  that  place

The  a  cm  111 11  hit  ion  of  statistics  by 
Dr.  Cailos  A.  Morsing,  the  energetic  projector  of 
the  road,  proves  conclusively  that  under  the  same 
economical  management  which  characterized  bis 
superintendence  of  ike  Rr.tuiile  railway,  the  "llota- 
fogo  a  Angra  dos  Ueis"  will  be  one  of  the  most 
promising  roads  of  the  empire. 

— A  Pcuedo  correspondent  of  the  Jorttal  do  Recife 
says  that  the  disaster  in  the  Paulo  AfTonso  railway 
on  the  17th  ult.  was  caused  by  carelessness.  A 
construction  train  of  five  cars,  loaded  with  35  tons 
of  rails  and  a  large  number  of  engineers  and  lab- 
:  gi  ling  up  a  grade  at  a  place  called  Cipds. 
The  engineer  there  detached  his  locomotive  for  the 
purpose  ol  gelling  water,  and  as  the  train  was  still 
on  the  grade  it  at  once  began  to  descend.  Seeing 
this  the  engineer  pursued  the  train,  and  when  some 
of  the  cars  jumped  the  track,  be  literally  ran  his 
locomotive  upon  the  first  ear  crushing  eleven  men 
to  death  ami  gravely  wounding  three.  Deputy  h'er- 
reira  de  Novaes  was  among  the  killed. 

The  recent  attempt  of  ihe  provincial  govern- 
ment of  Rio  de  Janeiro  to  sell  or  lease  the  Canlngal- 
lo  and  "Nitlierohy  n  Campos"  railways  was  not 
successful.  On  the  23rd  ult.  the  president  of  the 
province  announced  the  consolidation  of  the  two 
lines  and  the  consequent  suppression  of  tin;  separate 
offices  and  management  of  the  laller  line.  The 
section  of  the  "Nitlierohy  a  Campos"  line  between 
Kitherohy  and  Villa  Nova  will  hereafter  form  a  part 
of  Ihe  Cantagallo  railway,  thus  making  a  continuous 
line  from  the  first  named  city  to  Macuco.  The 
lemaining  part  oHlx?  "Nitlierohy  a  Campos"  line, 
from  I'orm  das  Caxias  to  Rio  1  Jon i to  will  form  a 
branch  of  the  Cantagallo  railway  under  the  designa- 
tion of  ihe  "Kamal  do  Rio  Lonito."  This  change 
dispenses  with  a  large  force  of  officials  and  material- 
ly icd.ice-ilhecxpcnseof operating  the  lines,  The 
chanue  is  so  clearly  wise  and  business-like  that 
the  public  will  be  surprised  that  it  has  never  been 
accomplished  before.

The 
chief  engineer  had  reduced  the  daily  wage  ol  the 
laborers  from  200  to  100  reis,  the  ration  remaining 
as  before.  The  men  at  once  abandoned  work  and 
all  operations  are  now  at  .1  stand-still.
